THE  ANNUAL  MEETING 

At  the  annual  meeting-  of  the  Society  hehl  December  19, 
19 1 3,  annual  reports  were  submitted  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, the  Treasurer,  the  Committee  on  liiography,  the  Com- 
mittee on  Elistory,  and  the  Conmiittee  on  Necrology.  These 
reports  were  in  g'ood  general  resume  of  the  Society's  affairs 
during  the  vear,  and  are  here  reproduced  in  the  Society's  an- 
nual for  the  further  use  of  its  members,  the  report  of  the 
Treasurer,  however,  only  in  abstract.  The  reports  follow  in 
the  order  named  above.  OtTicers  of  the  Society  for  the  vear 
19 1 4  were  also  elected. 


REPORT  OF  THE  ENECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

During  the  year  19 13.  about  to  close,  your  Executive  Com- 
mittee held  six  regular  meetings,  and  the  Society  held  live 
stated  meetings,  namely  in  April,  June,  August,  October,  and 
December.  The  February  meeting  was  omitted,  or  rather, 
was  merged  with  the  Society's  Centennial  Celebration  held 
February  22n(l. 

At  these  meetings  Papers  entitled  as  follows  were  read  : 

"A  Lebanonian  Amongst  a  Strange  People,"  by  Capt.  H.  M.

''A  Flistorical  Survey  of  Lebanon  County,"  copy  of  an  Ad- 
dress made  in  Lebanon,  July  4,  1S76,  by  W'm.  ^I.  Breslin  ; 
reproduced  and  read  by  Dr.  E.  Grumbine. 

"Moravian  Intluence  in  the  Settlement  and  Early  Develop- 
ment of  Lebanon  County, "  by  Rev.  J.  Max  Hark,  D.  D. 
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At  its  April  meeting-  certain  topics  pertaining  to  the  welfare 
of  the  Society  were  discussed,  mainly  as  to  bettering-  its  Library 
and  Museum  affairs,  and  to  increasing  its  membershi]). 

Acquisitions  to  the  Society's  Library  and  Museum,  consist- 
ing- of  books,  pamphlets,  curios,  etc.,  were  about  105  in  num- 
ber. 

Forty  new  members  were  added  to  the  Society  during"  the 
year.  This  is  the  largest  addition  of  anv  one  of  the  Society's 
past  years.  These  40  with  the  180  reported  at  the  close  of 
last  year,  places  our  present  membership  at  220.  All  told  305 
persons  have  been  enrolled  on  the  Society's  list  of  members 
during-  its  sixteen  years  of  existence.  About  40  of  them  have 
departed  this  life,  and  about  the  saiiie  number  have  otherwise 
dropped  out.  A  notable  fact  is  the  wide  distribution  of  the 
Society's  membership,  namely,  that  in  seven  states  of  the 
union,  Xew  York.  Maryland.  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Illinois, 
Nebraska.  Minnesota  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  our  mem- 
bership is  represented.

The  Society  issued  three  publications  during  the  year,  name- 
ly: "A  Story  of  Beginnings  and  First  Things  in  Lebanon 
County,"  "Henry  William  Stiegel,"  and  "A  Lebanonian 
Amongst  A  Strange  People,"  constituting  Nos.  2.  3  and  4  of 
Vol.  VL  all  told  74  pages  of  reading  matter  and  the  text 
embellished   by   numerous   illustrations.     The   Fredericksburg 
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Paper.  Xo.  5  of  X'ol.  \'I.  is  nearly  ready  to  come  oft'  the  i)ress 
and  for  distril)ution. 

The  Societ)-  reverts  with  much  satisfaction  to  the  Cen- 
tennial of  the  Formation  of  Lebanon  County,  planned  for 
early  in  the  }-ear,  and  celebrated  on  the  22nd  day  of  February. 
The  celebration  was  in  every  way  a  .^'ratifying  success.  Be- 
side the  sentimental,  historical  and  patriotic  fervor  that  char- 
acterized the  event  in  itself  it  had  the  further  and  wider  eft'ect 
of  imbuing  our  people  with  a  larger  vision  and  a  deeper  sense 
of  the  historic  story  attached  to  their  much  loved  county,  with 
its  hills  and  dales,  its  mountains  and  streams,  its  ancestral 
homes  an.d  firesides  studded  over  with  richest  lore,  tradition 
and  pathos. 

The  sjdendid  addresses  delivered  at  this  Centennial  Celebra- 
tiiin.  the  excellent  Papers  read  before  the  Society,  the  large 
accession  of  new  members,  the  well  attended  meetings,  the 
larger  interest  by  the  County's  citizens  in  the  Society's  work 
are  leading  factors  in  having  made  the  year  19 13  the  banner 
year  of  the  Society. 

To  this  theme  of  pardonable  jubilation  there  is,  however,  one 
discordant  note — the  Society  is  still  without  a  home  of  its  own, 
a  situation  perhaps  without  a  parallel  with  respect  to  all  other 
organizatioTiS  in  the  County,  be  they  religious,  civil,  fraternal, 
benevolent  or  others.  The  exigencies  of  conditions  in  the 
Court  House  have  even  led  to  the  closing  of  the  Grand  Tnry 
Room  to  the  Society's  use.  occupied  with  considerable  satis- 
faction and  comfort  for  ten  years  or  more.  How  long  we  may 
be  priveleged  to  hold  our  meetings  in  this  smaller  room  is 
quite  uncertain. 

With  still  greater  disappointment,  we  may  almost  say  humili- 
ation, do  we  have  to  speak  of  the  unfortunate  situation  apper- 
taining to  our  Library  and  Museum  aft'airs.  In  the  month 
of  May  of  the  coming  year  it  will  be  three  years  that  the 
Society's  books,  documents  and  antiquarian  objects  have  been 
stored  in  boxes  resting  in  the  Court  House  cellar  beyond  all 
sight  and  use.  How  our  Society  may  work  out  to  a  better 
and  brighter  status  as  to  this  matter  confronts  it  every  mo- 
ment. 

In  conclusion  your  Committee  at  this,  the  termination  of 
another  year's  work,  felicitates  the  Society  on  the  many  and 
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excellent  thing's  accjmplished  these  sixteen  years  of  its  exist- 
ence, bids  it  enter  the  coming  year  with  larger  hope  and  great- 
er purpose,  tenders  its  thanks  for  your  good-will  and  earnest 
support,  and  wishes  you  all  a  IMerrie  Christmas  and  a  Happy 
New  Year !

REPORT  OF  COAnilTTEE  ON  BIOGRAPHY 

The  Committee  on  Biograh]\v,  Messrs.  Thos.  S.  Stein,  C.  R. 
Lantz  and  H.  C.  Grittinger,  submitted  as  its  report  a  sketch 
of  Prof.  Cyrus  Roger,  A.  M. 
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PROF.  CYRL'S  L;0GER,  A.  M. 

Prof.  Bog-er  traced  his  lineag-e  to  Alathias  r)Og'er,  an  im- 
migTant  from  the  Palatinate  in  Europe,  who  arrived  at  Phila- 
delphia on  the  ship,  Hugh  Percy,  in  the  year  1732.  Among 
the  passengers  were  Hans  Paulus  Boger  and  his  wife  Eva  and 
their  children,  John  Philip,  aged  18;  Mathias,  13;  ]\Iichael  12; 
and  justina  3.  This  Mathias  Boger  took  up  and  settled  on 
land  near  what  later  came  to  be  known  as  the  Union  Water 
Works,  N.  Annville  Township,  and  the  same  land  has  been  in 
the  possession  of  the  descendants  of  the  first  occupant  since 
1734..  He  took  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  U.  S.  May  25, 
1778.  Later  the  paternal  estate  came  into  the  hands  of  Joseph 
Boger,  a  descendant  of  the  immigrant  Alathias,  and  then  to 
Cyrus  Boger,  a  son  of  the  aforesaid  Joseph  Boger.  Cyrus  had 
two  sisters.  Lydia,  married  to  Cyrus  Yingst,  and  Mary,  mar- 
ried to  Samuel  Urich,  and  later  to  Amos  Deininger.  He  was 
iborn  Dec.  20,  1836  and  early  in  life  was  confirmed  a  member 
of  the  Hill  Church  by  the  Rev.  F.  W.  Kremer.  His  boyhood 
years  were  spent  on  his  father's  farm,  assisting  in  its  hard 
work,  yet  with  a  longing  for  mental  discipline  for  which  he 
early  evinced  unusual  aptitude.  For  some  years  he  attend- 
ed the  noted  Humberger  School  near  his  home,  later  the  xAnn- 
ville  Academy,  still  later  the  Collegiate  Institute  at  Mercers- 
burg,  Pa.,  and  from  1856  to  1859  Franklin  and  Marshall  Col- 
lege, Lancaster.  I'a.  In  his  rural  school  years  German  was 
almost  exclusively  the  language  spoken  in  the  family  as  also  it 
w^as  the  language  taught  in  the  rural  schools  of  that  day.  His 
father,  however,  along  with  other  friends,  desired  that  he 
should  acquire  a  knowdedge  of  the  English  tongue,  to  which 
end,  amongst  other  things  the  father,  at  the  suggestion  of  John 
Shertzer,  Jr.,  subscribed  for  the  Saturday  Evening  Post,  that 
excellent  Journal  then  already  in  existence,  and  wherebv  his 
son  might  advance  himself  in  acquiring  the  English  language, 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  War  of  the  Rebellion  Mr.  Boger  was 
so  fired  with  the  spirit  of  patriotism  that  nothing  could  keep 
him  from  serving  the  -cause  of  his  country,  neither  the  effort 
of  his  father  in  behalf  of  an  only  son  by  securing-  a  substitute 
for  him  in  the  first  draft  for  troops,  nor  that  of  his  mother 
who  made  a  special  trip  to  Harrisburg  to  plead  for  her  only 
son's  release.     His  first  enlistment  was  in  the  Eleventh  Regi- 
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meiit  Emerg-ency  Troops,  organized  Sept  12,  1862.  but  dis- 
charged 12  days  later.  In  that  Regiment  he  was  a  member 
of  Company  A.  Capt.  Tobias  Ulrich,  and  had  as  comrades  from 
Lebanon  Dr.  Cyrus  D.  Gloninger,  Henry  Houck,  Jos.  L.  Lem- 
berger  and  A.  Stanley  Ulrich.  Later  he  enlisted  (  1863)  in 
the  2r!th  Regiment  Emergency  Pa.  \'olunteers,  Co.  E,  Capt. 
John  C.  Fjrooke,  holding  the  position  of  First  Sergeant  in 
that  Company.  These  troops  were  mustered  into  the  C.  S. 
Service  June  19,  1863,  and  although  mustered  for  an  indetinite 
period,  were  discharged  July  30,  of  the  same  year. 

In  the  same  Company  with  Sergeant  lioger  were  Henry  C. 
Gri'ttinger,  and  the  late  J.  H.  Redsecker,  as  Corporals,  and 
Wm.  S.  Bordlemiay,  Ezra  Meyer,  Jacob  Roedel,  A.  S.  L^lrich, 
of  Lebanon,  and  Titus  H.  Rank,  of  Jonestown,  as  Privates. 
Ex-Governor  Samuel  H.  Pennypacker  was  a  member  of  Co. 
L,  of  the  same  Regiment  and  Capt.  H.  M.  M.  Richards,  of 
Co.  A.,  Jos.  L.  Lemberger,  Ph.  M.,  of  Lebanon,  was  Hospital 
Steward  on  its  Regimental  StatT. 

In  his  Paper  on  "Lebanon  County's  Emergency  A'olunteers 
at  Gettysburg,"  read  before  this  Society,  Aug.  18,  1905,  Capt. 
Richards  declared  that:  'Tt  was  the  26th  Emergency  Regiment, 
a  part  of  Pennsylvania's  gallant  sons,  who  were  the  first  troops 
to  oppose  the  entrance  of  the  Confederates  into  Pa.,  the  first 
to  meet  the  enemy  at  Gettysburg,  and  the  first  to  draw  blood 
in  that  historic  combat."  And  again :  "Actively  identified 
with  all  the  experience  of  the  regiment,  and  by  no  means  the 
least  worthy  of  its  componant  parts,  was  Co.  E,  from  Lebanon 
County."  We  find  ancestors  of  Mr.  Boger  in  every  war  of 
the  L^nited  States  except  the  Spanish-American. 

Mr.  Boger  early  was  drawn  into  the  profession  of  teach- 
ing and  this  he  greatly  honored  in  his  subsequent  career.  In 
his  Paper  on  "The  Humberger  School  Association  and  its 
School."  read  before  this  Society  April  28,  191 1,  he  modestly 
stated:  'Tn  September  1853,  Cyrus  Boger,  trusting  in  the  in- 
struction received  from  the  Humberger  teachers,  had  the  tem- 
erity to  apply  for  a  school  in  East  Hanover,  and  as  there  was 
no  County  Superintendent  to  test  his  cjualifications.  he  was 
hired  to  teach  five  months  there  at  $16  a  month."  He  subse- 
quently taught  in  other  public  schools  in  the  County,  and  even 
in  his  advanced  years,  after  he  had  held  positions  of  honor 
and  trust  in  the  County's  educational  work,  he  did  not  disdain 
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to  return  to  the  p.jsition  of  an  ordinarx-  country  school  teach- 
er, Ijv  teaching;-  such  a  school  at  Cornwall,  and  another  near 
his  home  near  the  L'nion  Water  Works,  true  to  his  belief  that 
the  trai-'-in.-  of  the  x'outhful  mind  and  the  formation  of  a  .C'ood 
character  is  a  n  ;l3le  callin.i;",  of  which  ni)  one  need  be  ashamed. 
As  to  this  his  views  are  forcibly  expressed  in  the  b'aper  just 
referred  to.  "Xei'ther  bo:)ks.  nor  building's,  nor  appliances 
make  the  School.  Instead  th.erc  must  be  a  teacher  who  loves 
and  understands  children  :  one  whose  aim  is  to  make  men  and 
wonie  :  out  of  his  i)u]m1s  ;  whj  sees  the  finished  statue  in  the 
block  of  marl)le  :  who  regards  the  child  as  a  gem  or  bud.  for 
whose  successful  unfolding  he  is  res])onsible." 

In  iSfo  Mr.  lloger  succeeded  Prof,  llalsbaugh  as  Ihdncipal 
of  the  Ann\'!lle  Academv,  then  known  as  the  "Lebamm  \'al-- 
ley  In^titute.""  .Soon  thereafter,  however.  Mr.  l!oger  was  ten- 
dered and  acce])ted  the  Trincijialship  of  the  llo^'s"  Hgh  School 
at  Lel)anon.  which  then  had  its  seat  in  the  Lebanon  Academy 
lUiil  ling.  Here  he  served  acce]  taldv  for  four  years,  residing 
in  the  same  buildirg  in  which  Ik-  taught. 

His  father  having  died.  Ih'of.  llogcr  we't  Ijack  to  his  former 
'home  en  the  farm,  and  remained  there  from  iSfu  to  1870.  It 
is  said  that  lie  regarded  t'ni^  stL-j)  as  a  mistake,  not  that  he 
depreciated  the  bu.^iness  <  f  farniing  Inn  that  he  c msidered  it 
a  l^reak  in  his  educational  work. 

In  1870  1-e  retured  to  Lebanon  to  take  cliar'^'e  of  the  (hrls' 
High  Scho  )1  and  iif  which  lie  was  the  Principal  until  1890. 
The  first  half  of  the  year  1875  he  also  served  as  County  Sup- 
erintendent of  Public  Schools,  filling  the  unexpired  term  ol 
Wm.  G.  Lehma",  Escp.  deceased.  In  1890  he  succeeded  J.  T. 
Nitraue':'  as  Cit\-  Suj^erintendent  of  Schools  in  Lel>anon.  aiid 
served  as  such  until  189').  In.  all  these  positions  he  i)roved 
himself  an  able  educator  and  as  having  a  keen  sense  of  the 
princi]  les  of  pedagogy. 

In  i'^'  3  Franklin  a'ol  Marshall  College  c:)nferred  on  him 
the  de';;-ree  of  A.  M.  He  als.j  held  a  State  School  Diploma, 
granted  him  bv  the  Millersville  State  Normal  School. 

In  189'.;  Prof.  I')Oger  again  returned  to  his  old  home  on  the 
farm,  to  which  he  felt  strongl_\'  attached,  and  where  also  he 
si:enL  the  l)alance  of  his  years,  interesting  himself  in  his  farm 
work,  in  teaching  for  a  !:uml;er  of  winter  seasons,  as  previous- 
ly   mentioned,    and    in     such    g-eneral    welfare    work    as    he 
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could  find  to  do  in  the  community  to  which  he  had  returned. 
With  respect  to  the  latter  special  mention  must  be  made,  as 
applying-  to  the  last  years  of  his  membership,  of  his  prominence 
and  activity  in  the  widely  established  farmers'  organization 
known  as  the  P.  of  Husbandry  or  more  commonly  the  Grange, 
in  Gravel  Hill  Subordinate  Grange.  No.  1370  and  in  the  County 
Pomona  Grange,  No.  59,  in  which  organization  he  held  the 
office  of  Worthy  Lecturer  for  a  number  of  years.  During 
these  years,  altho  retired  from  active  professional  work,  he  yet 
continued  the  mastery  of  his  earlier  life  in  the  classic  languag-es, 
Latin  and  Greek,  and  applied  much  of  his  time  to  reading 
works  in  those  tongues. 

xA.lthougii  in  partial  retirement  at  his  country  home,  prefer- 
ring its  quietude  and  seclusi(3n,  a-.d  the  more  to  indulge  his 
love  for  nature  and  farm  life,  yet  by  reason  of  his  acknowledg- 
ed ability  as  a  scholar,  and  as  a  forceful  si:)eaker.  he  was  much 
sought  after  for  public  utterances,  mainly  as  a  speaker  at 
Teachers"  Institutes.  He  also  t:"ok  an  active  jiart  in  the  cam- 
paign of  the  Lebanon  County  Pro::;'ressives  'v.  the  year  1912, 
addressing  a  number  of  ])ublic  meetings  during  that  cam- 
paign. As  a  writer  he  made  a  valuable  contribution  to  tliis 
Society  in  his  Paper  on  "The  Humberger  School  Association 
and  Its  School."  one  of  the  earliest  school  projects  in  our 
Cou'ty. 

During  his  professional  career  as  a  teacher  in  Lel^anon  he 
was  a  devoted  member  of  St.  John's  Reformed  Church  of 
that  city,  was  a  charter  member  of  that  congregation,  and  an 
active  worker  in  its  Sunday  Scho  )1.  and  ]:)v  reason  of  his  earlier 
military  services  was  a  meml^er  of  the  Lebanon  Sedgwick  Post, 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  in  whicli  he  retai'-.ed  active  mem- 
bership to  the  day  of  his  death. 

In  his  23r(l  year,  namely  on  April  14.  1859,  he  took  to  wife 
Miss  Isabella  Keller  Alaxwell,  a  daugiiter  of  LIugh  ?»Iaxwell, 
of  Lancaster,  Pa.  They  had  bc^rn  to  them  four  sons.  Dr.  Cyrus 
M.,  of  I'arkersburg-.  A\\  \'a.  ;  \\'m.  P.,  a  draughtsman  in  the 
Cambria  Steel  Co.,  Johnstown,  Pa. ;  Charles  E.,  a  druggist  in 
Lebanon,  and  1 1  u  ry  I!  .  I'r.H  k-nt  of  the  llunsickLr  Lngincer 
C(x,  Leliaron  and  or.e  daughter,  Miss  Alice  at  h.ime  with  her 
l)arents.  All  <  f  these,  wife  and  tive  children.  survi\-e  the  hus- 
band and  father.  He  departed  this  life  August  19.  1913,  and 
was   buried   on   the  ancestral  grave-yard   at   the   liill   Church,

three  days  later,  namel_v  Aug-.  22,  with  services  in  the  same 
Church  in  which  his  father  and  forefathers  had  worshipped,  and 
in  wliich  lie  himself  had  been  baptized  and  confirmed,  and 
where  he  himself  worshipped  for  many  years.  The  funeral 
was  attended  l)y  a  large  concourse  of  people,  consisting-,  be- 
sides the  family  a::(l  relatives,  of  neig-hbors  and  friends  of  the 
deceased,  teachers  and  many  of  other  professions,  St.  John's 
Church  officials,  members  of  Sedgwick  Post,  G.  A.  R.  and  a 
larg-e  number  of  Patrons  of  Husbandrv  people. 

In  closing-  this  sketch  of  Prof.  Pog'er,  g.-neral  as  it  is.  but 
into  which  man.y  interesting-  details  mig-ht  have  been  woven, 
we  believe  we  are  voicing-  the  se::timent  of  those  who  knew 
him,  in  characterizing-  him  as  a  man  who  was  honest  in  his 
dealings,  sincere  in  his  purposes,  firm  in  his  convictions,  and 
generous  in  his  aiititude  to  others.  Apart  from  his  other  activi- 
ties the  w(irk  he  accomjdi-hcd  in  his  chosen  profession  will  al- 
wa\-s  sta::d  out  as  a  clisinct  contribution  to  the  cause  of  educa- 
tion in  the  c  )unty  of  his  nativity,  and  that  chiefly  by  it  \\e  will 
be  held  in  deserved  remembrance,  along  with  Rupp,  Kluge, 
Balsbaugh,  Purnside.  W'itmer  and  other  noted  educators  of  the 
past  in  Lebanon  Count}'.

[At  its  stated  meeting,  lield  June  20,  1913,  a  fine  oil  portrait 
ot  Daniel  Stine,  enclosed  in  a  gilt  frame,  30  x  26  inches,  v>^as  pre- 
sented to  the  Society,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Linda  Stine  Kaub.  a  daugh- 
ter of  Mr.  Stine,  residing  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia.  As  Mr. 
Stine  was  born  and  reared  in  Lebanon  County,  and  for  many 
years  ^yas  prominent  in  its  mercantile  and  political  affairs,  and  as 
his  entire  career  pertained  to  the  county  of  his  nativity,  Mrs. 
Kaub  was  generously  moved  to  place  this  the  only  existing  por- 
trait of  her  fatl-.er  into  the  possession  of  tiie  Lebanon  County  His- 
torical Society  as  a   gift  in  his  memory. 

incident  to  said  presentation  a  memorial  sketch  of  Mr.  Stine, 
kindly  prepared  by  Mr.  George  D.  Coo ver,  Editor  of  the  Myers- 
town  Enterprise,  v.-as  read  before  the  Society,  said  sketch  also 
containing  an  appreciative  account  of  Mrs.  Kaub's  various  bene- 
facticiis,  mainly  the  one  to  the  Ministerial  Relief  Association 
of  the  Reformed  Church  tcv/ards  establishing  what  came  to  be 
known  as  tr.e  "Daniel  Stine  Memorial  Home"  at  Myerstown,  Pa. 

As  the  Society  did  not  issue  an  annual  for  the  year  1913 
suitable  opportunity  was  not  afforded  for  an  earlier  appearance 
in  the  Society's  publications  of  these  presentation  data,  and  Mr. 
Cooler's  accompanying  memorial  contribution. 

SECRETARY.] 
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Daniel  Sti'.:e  was  born  in  East  Hanover,  Lebanon  C::)unty, 
Penna.,  November  2^,  1812.     His  educational  advantages  were 
meagre,  but  by  industry  and  diligent  application  in  early  life 
he   ac(|uired   such   (|ualifications   as  classed   him  the   most   im- 
portant  and   influential   man    within    the    confi::es   of   Jackson 
Township.     His  ]^arents  were  farmers,  resifling  in  Mt.  Xebo.- 
In  his  young  manhood  years  the  subject  of  this  sketch  located 
in  Jackson  Township,  Lebanon   County,  Fa.      Snon   after  his 
location  in  Myerstown,  ^Ix.  Stine  associated  himself  with  ^hc. 
Lyon  Lemberg'er,  and  they  engaged  in  the  mercantile  business 
in  the  property  now  owned  by  the  Samuel  Idudch  Estate,  and 
at  present  occupied  as  a  mercantile  store  by  Chas.  S.  Line,  lo- 
cated on  West  Alain  Avenue,  in  the  Uorough  of  Alyerstown. 
Li  1840  Mr.  Stine  was  elected  Justice  of  the  I^eace  for  Jack- 
son Township,  remaining  in  office  until  his  death   (11   succes- 
sive years).     His  ke-.n  insight  in  the  duties  of  his  office  was 
admirablv  recog'ized  by  his  constituents.     As  a  conveyancer 
he   was   tiuite   i)roficient.     We   find   Mr.    Stine   a   surveyor   of 
more  than  ordinary  merit.     His  engagements  include<l  surveys 
in   Sections   of  Lebanon,    lierk's   and    Lancaster   counties.      At 
about  this  period  of  his  busy  life  the  hrm  ()f  Stine  and  Lem- 
berger,   merchants,   dissolved   partnership.      They   disposed   of 
the  good  will  of  the  business  to  the  late  (Judge)  Joseph  Coov- 
cr.     The  separation  of  business  ties  of  the  firm  (if  Stine  and 
l^emberg'er  is  said  to  have  been  occasionetl  througii   rv^ligious 
differences. 

After  relinf(uishing  the  mercantile  business,  Mr.  Stine  a^- 
scciated  himself  with  Dr.  (ieorge  W.  Eckert  and  one  named 
James  Moyer.  This  firm  established  an  iron  furn.ace  at  either 
Marietta  or  Columbia,  in  Lancaster  countv.  about  the  ^•ea^ 
1841.  The  industry  started  auspiciously  and  continued  a  very 
profitable  investment  for  several  years.  During  a  time  of  a 
depression  in  the  iron  manufacture  (year  not  known)  the 
property  and  contents  were  disixTsetl  of.  During  his  business 
and  social  life  Mr.  Stine  continued  a  citizen  of  Myerstown, 
in  Jackson  Township,  Lebanon  County. 

Mr.  Stine  was  a  member  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  House 
of  Rei^resentatives  during  i8_l3-i844;  Seiator,  1849-1851: 
Speaker  pro  tem.,  1851,  until  his  demise:  Brigadier  (ieneral 
IVnna.  Militia  for  a  period  of  five  vears.    During  the  Mexican 
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War  he  was  brigadier  General  of  X'olunteers.  Mr.  Stine  died 
at  ]\Iyersto\vn,  Pa.,  May  29,  185 1. 

His  funeral  took  place  in  Myerstown.  The  serv- 
ices were  held  in  the  then  Union  Church.  It  attracted  a  large 
concourse  of  relatives  and  friends.  Interment  was  made  on 
Union  Cemetery.  Services  were  conducted  under  the  rites  of 
the  Lutheran  Church. 

Mr.  Stine  was  united  in  marriage  to  a  Miss  Alhert,  a 
resident  of  East  Hanover.  The  union  was  hlessed  with  live 
children — one  son  and  four  daughters.  Mrs.  Linda  Stine 
Kaub.  residing  at  1724  Diamond  Street,  Philadelphia,  is  the 
oldest  child  of  the  family.  She  was  about  14  years  of  age  at 
the  time  of  the  death  of  her  father.  Tlie  son  and  three  daugh- 
ters died  at  an  early  age,  and  the  mother  followed  her  husband 
and  children  i:i  death.  All  were  interre  1  on  L'nion  Cemeter)', 
Myerstown,  Pa.  Soon  after  the  establishing  (:)f  Mt.  Hripc 
Cemeter^^  a  short  distance  northwest  of  Myerstown,  Iw  direc- 
tion of  Mrs.  Kaul).  the  survivi-'g  daughter,  the  remains  of  the 
!>uried  members  of  the  Stine  family  were  dis-interred  and  re- 
l)uried  on  a  lieautiful  spot  on  Mt.  Mope  Cemetery.  A  hand- 
some monume  ".t  and  head  stones  mark  tlieir  respective  resting 
])laces. 

With  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  memorial  in  remem- 
brance of  Daniel  Stine,  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Liuila  Stine  Kaub, 
purchased  from  the  estate  of  Jacob  Panev  the  connnodious 
Baney  hom.estead  and  grounds  surrounding  it,  located  on  South 
Railroad  Street.  Myerstown.  The  consideration  judce  is  said 
to  have  lite  :  l^etwten  SjODO  and  S8ojd.  This  beautiful  Iniild- 
mg  and  site  were  i)resente  1  l)}'  Mrs.  Kaub  to  an  organization 
of  the  Reformed  Church  kn  iwn  as  the  Ministerial  Relief  As- 
sociation in  the  )ear  alsout  1900.  l^he  h  r.ne  was  na:ned  the 
"Daniel  Stine  [Memorial  Hon.ie."  The  iil^ject  was  to  give  a 
home  and  the  proper  care  to  disabled  Ministers  of  the  Re- 
forme<l  Church.  \'ari')us  srcieties  and  in  li\d  luals  asrcciate  1 
with  the  Reffjrmed  Church  from  various  sectio'.s  ]}resented 
furniture  a;.d  other  necessaries,  eipiipping  the  Home  with  ad 
necessary  needs  and  in  a  most  admiralde  manner.  W'liile  under 
the  management  of  the  Relief  Assr^ciation,  but  (ine  Min.ister 
sought  refuge  ar.d  a  home  there.  Later  tlie  maintenance  of 
the  Hrnne  became  burdensome,  and  at  a  meeting  of  tite  Relief 
-\f.=:ociat'3n,  C-i/.^isdng  of  Rev.  J.   David  Aliller,  Dur.car.p.on  ; 
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Rev.  ^liles  O.  Xoll  and  Rev.  Wm.  H^  Groh,  Carlisle;  Rev.  A. 
L.  Rartholomew,  D.  D.,  Allcntown  ;  Rev.  S.  A.  ISridenbaug'h, 
D.  D.,  Reading-:  Rev.  T.  M.  Yundt,  W'omelsdorf :  Rev.  S.  S. 
Aliller.  Frederick.  ^Id.,  and  Rev.  H.  J.  W'elker.  Supt.,  near 
Myerstown,  held  in  Mechanicsluirg-,  October  13,  the  property 
v/as  returned  to  Airs.  KatdD. 

After  a  short  lapse  of  time,  Mrs.  Kaub  sold  the  ])roperty 
to  a  syndicate  of  the  United  Evangelical  Church  for  a  sum 
aggregating  about  $7,500.  The  premises  were  then  conveyed 
to  Jeremiah  G.  Alohn,  of  Reading",  Treasurer  of  Albrig"ht  Col- 
lege. Air.  Alohn  presented  the  same  to  the  College  as  a  monu- 
ment in  memory  to  himself.  It  was  nanied  "Alohn  Hall,"  and 
is  occupied  as  a  dormitor}^  for  lady  students  of  the  College. 

A  dress  sword  owned  and  worn  bv  Daniel  Stine  was  pre- 
sented to  the  T^ennsvlvania  State  Lil^rary,  Division  of  PidDlic 
Records,  by  Airs.  Kaub.  The  ]~»ortrait  of  Daniel  Stine,  now 
'the  projiertv  of  this  Socictv,  is  likewise  the  gift  of  Airs.  Kaub. 

Abraham  Stine,  father  of  Daniel  .Stine,  was  married  to  a 
Aliss  Gerberich.  They  resided  on  a  small  farm  o;:e-half  mile 
west  of  Alt.  Xebo  (Ono).  He  was  an  esquire,  a  scrivener, 
handv  in  drawin.g  u]:)  deeds,  bonds,  etc.  l^.esides  Daniel  Stine, 
tliere  was  another  son  of  the  family,  surname  not  known.  He 
located  in  Indiar.a  and  was  prominent  in  politics.  John  Seine 
was  another  brother  of  Dan.iel  Stine.  He  was  the  father  of 
Simon  Stine.  who  conducted  a  ])ai)er  mill  in  the  brick  build- 
ing. North  lughth  street,  Leljanon,  rear  the  station  of  the  P. 
ond  R.  Railway.  The  remains  of  Sim:in  Stine  rest  in  Union 
Cemetery,  Alyerstown. 

All  ()f  the  Stines  were  [prominent  [fc-ople  in  tlieir  da}-  and 
communitv. 

Air.  A.  L.  Kaub,  the  husband  of  Airs.  Linda  Stine  Kaub, 
was  engaged  in  the  wh(desale  (jueensware  Imsin.L'ss  in  IMiila- 
del])hia.  Both  still  resi.de  i-  Philadelphia,  and  are  h.ighlv  re- 
spected citizens.  They  ha\-e  th.e  friend.dii])  of  a  numl^er  of 
])eo]de  residing;  m  AI\crstown  and  Lelxm.n.

Dr.  Klein  is  a  young  man,  an  able  s]ieaker  and  an  in.terest- 
ing  one,  and  his  adilress  on  "The  Centenaries  of  Nineteen - 
F"ourteen"  held  the  undivided  attention  of  his  entire  audience 
from  the  opening  sentence  to  th-  conclusion  He  spoke  of 
the  present  day  tendencv  towards  commemorati::g  the  memory 
of  men  and  events  of  past  years;  of  the  great  celebrations 
which  the  world  ha^  seen  from  time  t'l.  time,  and  finally  lead- 
ing up  to  the  projiosed  celebration  which  wil!  l-e  held  through- 
out all  England  and  America,  beginning  fv:  Christmas  eve, 
1914,  when  (^ne  hundred  years  of  peace  between  the  En^iisli 
speaking  ]^eo'des  wid  be  observed.  Rai)idly  g.^inj-  over  the 
material  evidence  of  (HU'  reverence  for  hi.nr^-ical  events,  he 
corcludrd  with  a  beautiful  tribute  to  the  spirit  and  the  se-.ti- 
ment  which  und'erlies,  and  fro;n  which  ^jiring  all  this  reverence 
for  our  fathers. 

CHESTER  COUNTY  SOCIETY 

Eollowing  Dr.  Klein,  the  Toastmaster  called  u] on  (ieorge 
M,  Phillii)S,  Lh.  D.,  LL.  D.,  }'rinci])al  of  the  \A'est  Chester 
State  Normal  School,  and  one  of  the  most  wid.ely  kn  iwi:  edu- 
cators in  the  State.  Dr.  Phillips,  who  is  I'residcut  of  the 
Che.-ter  County  Historical  Society,  selected  for  his  topic.  "A

told,  in  a  most  interc-'ting  manner,  of  tlie  work  of  his  society,

THE  LEBANOX   \ ALLEY 

The  last  speaker  on  the  program  was  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Levan  Bickel,  Pastor  of  St.  John's  Reformed  church,  this  city, 
who  delivered  a  highly  interesting  address  On  "The  Lebanon 
\'alley."  Rev.  Hickel  as  a  humorist  is  a  close  second  to  Henry 
Houck,  and  the  introduction  to  his  speech  bristled  with  a  wit 
that  kept  the  audience  in  a  continual  twitter.  He  spoke  on 
the  historical  places  throughout  our  county,  the  birthplace  of 
Lick,  the  founder  of  the  great  Lick  Observatory  in  California, 
which  today  is  pointed  out  to  sightseers  as  they  pass  near 
Lickdale,  of  the  historic  Cornwall  ore  hills  and  the  furnaces 
which  they  made  possible,  anrl  countless  other  places  which, 
as  he  said,  he  "feared  were  not  fully  appreciated  by  us."  His 
address  was  well  received  throughout.

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CENTENARIES  OF  NINETEEN-FOURTEEN 

By  Rev.  H.  M.  J.  KLEIN,  D.D. 

This  is  an  age  of  commemorations.  Year  after  year  the 
question  is  asked,  "And  what  shall  we  celebrate."  Frederick 
Harrison  has  suggested  that  the  celebrating  haliit  has  I)ecome 
so  tixed  that  always  there  are  weak  souls  who  go  oti'  into  false 
enthusiasm  for  verv  minor  and  doul^tful  heroes.  AX'hile  it  is 
true  that  a  gcotl  thi-:g  may  be  al)used,  yet  there  is  no  good 
reason  for  neglecting  a  real  obligation.  There  are  always 
mean  and  cvnical  tem])ers  which  are  so  fearful  (if  being  caught 
by  sentiment  or  im])osition  that  they  look  with  susi)icion  on 
the  idea  of  c  ;mmem(>rating  any  life  or  event.  Again  we  say, 
while  it  is  true  that  there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  foolish  ad- 
miration and  x'ulgar  lou'dng,  yet  honor  is  a  liounden  dut\' 
towards  those  from  whom  all  we  ]U"ize  most  highl\-  in  luodern 
life  has  come  down  to  us.  There  is  high  moral  value,  as  well 
as  historic  advantage,  in  recalling  high  examples  of  notable 
deeds  and  honorable  t)-]'es  of  great  lives.

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We  have  acquired  the  habit  of  celebrating-  centenaries.  We 
are  beg-ir.ning-  to  feel  that  a  hundred  years  takes  us  back  pretty 
nearly  to  the  root  of  things  in  American  life.  A  century,  of 
course,  is  a  purely  arbitrary  period  ;  but  so  are  weeks,  months 
and  jubilees.  It  is  g  convenient  term,  however.  AA'e  feel  thai 
if  the  memorv  of  any  event  or  of  any  man  has  lasted  fresh  and 
has  gained  force  after  a  hundred  years  there  is  a  fair  iiresump- 
tion  that  such  an  event  or  the  services  of  such  a  man  are 
worthy  of  public  honor. 

What  shall  we  celebrate  in  this  year  19 14?  The  birthday 
of  a  few  great  men  :  notably,  Samuel  Tilden  and  J(ihn  ]\lotley. 
Tilden  was  born  at  New  London,  New  York,  on  Felx  9,  1814. 
He  is  worthy  of  remembrance  not  because  of  an}-  superior  per- 
sonal qualities  or  because  of  a-.y  specially  fascinating  gifts,  but 
he  deserves  to  be  recalled  liecause  in  a  very  critical  [jcriod  of 
our  nation's  history  he  played  a  worthy  i)arL.  The  " Nation"" 
recently  ([uoted  Lowell's  poem  on  Agassiz  written  in  1S7.L  giv- 
ing an  account  of  the  news  which  came  to  him  in  Florence 
from  the  L'nited  States. 

" — public  scandal,  private  fraud 

Crime  daunting  scot  free  \\diile  the  mob  ai^plaud 

Office  made  vile  to  l^rib.e  unworthiness."" 

Tilden  l)v  uncovering  the  Tweed  rascalit)-  and  liy  success- 
fullv  fighting  the  Canal  Ring,  made  himself  a  national  cham- 
pion of  reform.  As  Governor  of  New  York  he  attacked  one 
abuse  and  fraud  after  another — until  a  new  spirit  \\'as  abroad 
in  the  land.  He  energized  the  reforming  spirit  in  American 
political  life.  He  set  a  new  standard  in  [uiblic  life  at  a  time 
when  corruption  seemed  impregnably  barricad.ed  in  jDOwer.  On 
the  day  of  his  een.tenary  the  Philadelphia  Lerbjer  in  an  editorial 
on  this  American  worthv  said:  "Tiis  place  in  American  history 
bee  mes  larger  as  distance  makes  the  view  of  it  clear  and  more 
disti'ct."" 

On  April  15,  1914,  the  world  will  celebrate  the  centenary 
of  the  birth  of  John  Lothr.ip  Motley.  Amerieans  will  always 
link  the  name  of  ^r:)tlev  with  those  of  Bancroft.  Irving  and 
I'rescott.  T:  these  days  when  the  cry  goes  forth  for  a  union 
of  history  not  only  with  science  but  with  literature,  we  love  to 
recall  the  wonderful  charm  of  the  'T3utch  Republic.""  its  many 
eLments  of  technical  perfection,  its  exquisite  finish,  its  labor- 
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ions  scholarship,  its  dramatic  intensity,  its  pages  instinct  with 
hfe  and  force  and  movement. 

Among  the  events  to  be  celebrated  during  this  year  two  stand 
out  pre-eminent.  They  are  the  New  York  Tencentenarv  and 
the  Signing  of  the  Treaty  of  Ghent.  It  was  in  1614  that  the 
Island  of  ]\I.anhatan  was  purchased  of  the  Indians  for  sixty- 
guilders,  some  twenty-four  dollars,  and  a  block  house  was 
erected  about  which  grew  up  slowly  a  village — the  rudiment 
of  the  present  metropolis.  March  27th  is  the  300th  anniversary 
of  the  granting  of  the  first  general  charter  for  regular  com- 
merce with  what  is  now  Xew  York  l)y  the  States-general  of 
the  Un.ited  Xetherlands.  New  York  is  planning  an  extensive 
celebration  of  this  eve/.t  to  Ijegin  on  h^ridaw  March  27th  with 
a  "great  universal  religious  service  of  praise  and  thanksgiving 
tor  thv  Idessings  of  three  centuries  of  progress," — continuing 
through  April  and  ^lay  in  school  and  colleije  celebrations  with 
the  hojje  of  giving  impetus  to  a  system  of  scholarship  for  the 
exchange  of  conv.nercial  students  with  foreign  schools.  Dur- 
ing the  summer  months  tlure  will  Ije  a  series  of  exhibitions 
of  the  material  resjurces  of  the  \'arious  States  of  the  I'nion. 
In  Septemljer  a  musical  festival  on  a  large  scale  will  be  held, 
and  a  series  of  ])ageants  is  ])lanned.  The  celebration  will  close 
on  CJctoljer  ist.  the  303th  anniversar\-  of  the  grantir.g  of  the 
first  s|)ecial  charter  for  trading  t(j  Xew  Xetherlands. 

The  great  celebration  (jf  the  _\ear  1914.  however,  will  be  the 
American  Uritish  Peace  Centennial.  It  is  to  Ije  of  the  nature 
of  an  international  demonstrate in  to  all  the  world  that  two 
great  nations  ha\-e  kt\)t  tlie  peace  for  a  hundred  }-ears  and 
have  justified  their  aliility  to  kee])  i)eace  forever  by  settling 
their  international  difi-'erences  I)}-  di])lomac\-  and  b_\-  judicial 
ari)itration.  It  is  this  thought  that  has  inspired  the  f:;)imders 
of  the  in-o]:osed  celebration. 

The  Treaty  of  (iheiit  which  ofticially  closed  the  W'ar  of  1812 
ijetween  the  United  States  and  Iv.gland  was  sign.ed  on  Christ- 
mas eve  in  the  year  1S14.  The  .American  Comnnssioners.  Tohn 
(Jui'nc)-  Adams.  Jonathan  Russell.  James  A.  liayard,  Henry 
Clay  and  .\ll:ert  (iallat:n  met  the  Ih-itisli  delegates  in  tlie 
stately  refretory  of  the  Monastery  of  the  Carthusian  I'.rothers, 
in  the  in'Leresti' g  old  city  of  C.hent.  There  after  an  endless 
amount  of  discussion  and  negotiation  i)eace  was  declared,  neace 
on  its  simplest  terms.      In  the  treaty  itself  not  a  (luestion  was 
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touched  which  at  the  beginning-  of  the  negotiations  liad  been 
considered  of  vital  importarxe. 

The  celebration  of  this  event  is  to  be  international.  On 
December  19 12  at  two  gatherings  in  Xew  York  and  London 
the  work  of  both  the  American  and  the  British  Committes  for 
the  Hundred  Years'  Celebration  was  brought  before  the  pub- 
lic. The  pngram  of  the  several  committees  has  a  number  of 
interesting  features.  International  monuments  of  identical  de- 
sign are  to  be  erected  in  Great  Britian  and  the  United  States, 
the  foundation  stones  to  be  laid  on  the  selected  day  by  his 
Majesty,  the  King,  in  Great  liritian,  and  by  the  President  in  the 
United  States.  Chairs  of  British-American  History  are  to  be 
endowed  with  special  reference  to  the  peaceful  progress  ar^d 
relations  of  the  two  peoples  and  based  upon  the  principle  of  an 
interchange  of  professors.  Prizes  are  to  be  awarderl  in  schools, 
colleges  and  universities  for  essays  on  this  topic.  A  Memorial 
Free  Bridge  is  to  be  erected  across  Niagara  River,  the  bridge 
•to  be  a  perpetual  symbol  of  the  peaceful  relations  between  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  and  this  country.  Already  the  British 
have  acquired  and  endowed  Sulgrave  ]\Ianor  in  Northamp- 
tonshire, England,  the  ancestral  home  of  George  W'ashinston 
and  are  using  it  as  an  international  gathering  place  and  as  a 
repository  of  historical  memoranda  concerning  the  relations  of 
the  two  countries.  The  women  of  America  are  planning  to  erect 
in  the  city  of  Washington  a  statue  of  Queen  Victoria,  and  a 
bust  of  George  Washington  is  to  be  placed  in  Westminster 
Abbey.  Statues  of  Chatham  and  Burke  are  to  be  erected  in 
appropriate  places.  A  museum  of  industrial  arts  in  New  York 
is  to  be  dedicated  to  the  uses  of  the  people  for  the  promotion 
of  friendly  international  intercourse.  Memorial  stamps  and 
coinage  and  medals  are  taken  for  granted. 

In  the  city  of  Ghent  the  most  extensive  preparations  are  be- 
ing made  for  the  event.  The  Hall  of  the  Convent,  where  the 
treaty  was  originally  signed  is  being  restored  as  fully  as  pos- 
sible to  the  condition  in  which  it  was  in  1814.  The  throne  room 
in  the  Hotel  de  bille  where  in  the  first  week  in  Jan.,  1815,  a 
grand  banquet  was  given  by  the  notables  of  Ghent  in  honor  of 
the  American  Commissioners,  is  to  be  restored.  Even  the  pic- 
tures wihich  looked  down  upon  this  company  assembled  at  that 
banquet  are  to  be  taken  temporarily  out  of  the  Archaeological 
Museum,  and  again  displayed  in  the  throne  room. 
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Christmas  Eve.  1914.  will  have  special  si,y-nificar.ce  for  those 
who  helieve  in  the  Prince  of  Peace.  On  that  clay  wherever 
Anglo-Saxon  people  are  gathered  in  churches,  schools  and  uni- 
vesities,  religious  services  of  Thanksgiving  will  be  held.  The 
toast  given  to  the  citv  of  Ghent  by  John  Ounicy  Adams  at  the 
banquet  in  the  Hotel  de  Ville  will  become  the  prayer  of  Anglo- 
Saxondom  "May  the  gates  of  the  Temple  of  James,  closed  here, 
never  be  opened  during  the  cer.tury."  The  hope  of  all  think- 
ing men  is  that  the  celebration  of  the  Hundred  Years'  Peace 
between  England  and  America  will  be  an  epoch  in  world  his- 
torv,  will  instill  into  the  international  mind  and  heart  the  con- 
viction that  such  a  thing-  as  future  war  between  the  United 
States  and  England  must  be  held  as  unthinkable.  This  will  do 
much  toward  liringing  about  the  jieace  of  the  world. 


A  CHESTER  COUNTIAN'S 
IDEA  OF  A  COUNTY  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY

After  referring  in  complimentary  terms  to  Hon.  Henry 
Houck,  the  Toastmaster  of  the  evening-,  and  Dr.  S.  P.  Heil- 
man,  for  his  efficient  work,  not  only  in  the  Lebanon  County 
Historical  Society,  but  in  the  Historical  Society  work  of  the 
State  at  large.  Dr.  Philips,  who  for  the  past  thirty-three  years 
has  been  Principal  of  the  State  Normal  School  at  West  Chest- 
er, and  almost  twenty  years  President  of  the  Chester  County 
Historical  Society,  told  of  the  work  of  that  Society. 

The  Chester  County  Historical  Society  w(as  founded  in  1893, 
and,  like  other  societies,  it  has  gathered  up  a  large  and  inter- 
esting- collection  of  objects  of  historical  interest,  which  is  hous- 
ed in  the  fire-proof  library  building  of  the  West  Chester  State 
Normal  School.  The  Society  holds  several  public  meetings 
each  year,  at  which  ])ai:)ers  and  addresses  of  historical  interest 
are  delivered.  These  meetings  are  generally  well  attended  by 
the  meml)ers  of  the  Society,  wdio  now  number  nearly  four 
luuidred,  and  by  the  people  of  \\est  Chester  and  vicinity.  But 
the  special  work  of  the  Society  for  some  years  past,  has  been 
commemorating  at  an  important  public  meeting  each  year,  lead- 
ing men  of  the  past,  who  were  natives  of  or  who  lived  in  the 
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Gonnty,  as  well  as  histcrical  even.s.  This  beg'an  as  a  soccial 
and  regular  feature  of  the  S-LcicLv's  wor'c,  when  the  Society 
marked  the  Stargazers'  Stone 

In  i/r.^.  ?\Iason  and  Dixoii  came  to  Philadelphia  preparr-t^ry 
to  laying  oiu  the  famous  line  between  Pennsylvania  a::(l 
Maryland,  which  has  ever  since  born  their  n.r.me.  The  terms  of 
the  agreement  between  the  Penns  and  Lsrd  L'al'dmore  were 
that  the  line  should  run  due  east  and  west  fiftee:  miles  soutli 
of  the  souihern  bcundarv  of  Philadelphia.  Mason  and  Dixon 
started  at  the  foot  of  South  street  in  Philadelphia,  and  as  they 
could  not  nneasure  their  1 'f teen  mile  line  directlv  south  there 
because  of  the  Delaware  Ri\'er,  they  first  ran  out  west-  for 
thirty-one  miles,  running  about  a  mile  south  of  the  Normal 
School  buildi'.'gs  in  West  Chester,  and  ending  at  a  |;i)int  on 
the  farm  of  Plenry  Harlan,  in  the  Porks  of  the  Prandywine. 
Here  they  set  up  a  stone  which  is  a  common  field  stone,  about 
a  yard  long,  and  remained  several  months  making  necessary 
observations.  From  this  point  they  measured  due  south  fifteen 
miles,  and  then  started  westward  on  their  famous  line.  The 
stone  which  thev  set  up  thus  in  the  forks  of  the  Prandywine 
was  called  at  that  time,  and  has  ever  since  been  called  "the 
Stargazers'  stone."  It  has  remained  ever  since  exactiv  in  the 
position  in  which  they  placed  it,  and  our  Society  secured  a  deed 
to  a  small  sc^uare  of  land  surrounding  this  store,  and  enclosed 
it  with  a  handsome  and  substantial  low  stone  wall,  marked  it, 
and  got  title  to  access  to  it  from  the  near-by  public  road,  and 
held  suitable  exercises  in  its  derlication. 

The  next  year  the  Society  marked  the  last  home  and  the 
burial  place  of  Indian  Hannah,  the  last  surviving  native  Indian 
of  Chester  County,  a  member  of  the  Lenni  Lenape  tribe,  wiho 
long  remained  in  the  county  after  the  rest  of  her  tribe  had  re- 
moved to  the  west.  She  died  very  early  in  the  19th  century. 
At  the  same  time  the  Society  marked  the  site  of  a  nearby  In- 
dian vdlage,  and  an  Indian  burial  ground,  holding  appropriate 
exercises  on  the  spot. 

The  next  year,  1910,  was  the  hundredth  anniversarv  of  the 
first  rolling  of  boiler  plate  in  America,  which  was  done  at  the 
Lukens  Iron  ]\Iills  in  Coatesville.  The  Society  commemorated 
this  event  at  Coatesville,  appropriately  marking  the  place,  and 
holding  interesting  exercises,  which  were  largely  attended. 
John  Fritz,  the  famous  iron  master  of  Pennsylvania,  and  Ex- 
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Governor  Pennvpacker.  both  natives  of  the  county,  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Society,  were  the  prominent  si)eakers  on  this  oc- 
casion. 

In  lyii,  the  c..>mmemoration  was  held  at  the  villao-e  of  New 
London  in  the  southern  part  of  Chester  county.  Here  was  one 
of  several  famous  early  schools,  mostly  founded  by  Scotch-Irish 
ministers  in  the  Scotch-Irish  belt,  which  ran  north  and  south 
(in  the  western  bdundary  of  Chester  county.  The  school  at 
New  London,  founded  in  1793,  by  Rev.  Francis  Allison  and 
carried  on  by  him,  is  remarkable  for  the  t^'roup  of  famous  men 
who  were  educated  there.  Three  sii^-ners  of  the  Declaration 
of  Independence,  one  of  \vliom,  McKean,  was  afterwards  Gov- 
ernor and  Chief  Justice  of  Pennsylvania ;  the  Secretary  of  Con- 
gress. Charles  Thompson,  Postmaster  General  of  the  United 
States  ;  Ebenezer  Hazard.  Francis  Allison  himself  became  later 
the  \'ice  Provost  of  the  L^niversity  of  Pennsylvania,  and  one 
of  his  pupils  became  Provost  of  the  L^niversity. 

Near  bv  was  a  similar  school  at  Fag-g's  Manor,  which  fur- 
nished two  Presidents  of  Princeton  College,  and  other  famous 
men.  These  ar.d  other  early  schools  were  appropriately  mark- 
ed. 

In  1912,  the  commemoration  meeting  was  held  at  Kennett 
Square  on  the  grounds  of  Cedarcroft,  the  former  home  of 
Bayard  Tavlor,  and  was  in  commemoration  of  Bayard  Tay- 
lor and  T.  Buchanan  Read,  famous  literary  men  who  were  both 
born  in  Chester  county.  This  was  an  unusually  large  and  suc- 
cessful meeting,  not  less  than  twelve  hundred  persons  being 
there,  and  the  chief  speaker  was  Hon.  George  W.  Wickersham, 
then  Attornev'  General  of  the  United  States,  whose  ancestors 
had  g'one  from  that  neighhorhood. 

In  1913.  the  meeting-  was  held  at  Marshallton,  four  miles 
west  of  West  Chester,  at  the  home  of  Humphry  Marshall,  a 
famous  botanist  of  a  century  ago,  and  the  author  of  the  first 
American  book  on  plants.  It  commemorated  him  and  Dr.  Will- 
iam Darlington,  another  famous  botanist  of  the  county.  It  was 
held  in  the  grove  of  trees  wliich  Marshall  had  planted,  and 
which  Professor  Sargent,  of  Harvard  Lhiiversity,  says  is  the 
finest  existir.g  early  arboretum  in  the  country. 

It  is  proposed  next  year  to  commemorate  the  life  of  General 
Anthonv  Wayne,  of  Revolutionary  fame,  who  was  born  in 
Chester  county,  and  whose  beautiful  old  home  is  still  standing 
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near  Paoli.  These  meetings  have  proved  to  be  of  great  inter- 
est and  a  great  educational  factor  in  the  county.  Besides  hold- 
ing the  meetings,  accounts  of  which  are  always  widely  publish- 
ed, the  birthplaces,  and  other  places  connected  with  these  men, 
are  marked  with  appropriate  bronze  tablets  permanently  set 
up  so  as  to  tell  their  story  to  future  generations.  The  Society 
believes  this  is  a  very  useful  kind  of  work,  and  we  should  be 
delighted  to  welcome  a  large  number  of  members  of  the  Leb- 
anon County  Historical  Society  at  our  W'ayne  celebration  next 
September.

EDWARD  COLEMAN  FREEMAN 

r.oni  April  8,  1850^  Died  May  5,  19 12. 

Aged  56  years  and  27  days. 

Edward  Colema-.  Freeman  was  born  at  \\'ashing't:;n,  D.  C. 
on  the  eighth  day  of  April  1856,  and  died  at  Cornwall,  P'enna., 
on  the  fifth  day  of  May  1912. 

He  was  a  son  of  the  late  Col.  William  G.  Freeman.  17.  S. 
Army,  and  Alargaret  C.  Freeman,  a  daughter  of  Thos.  Bird 
Coleman,  dec'd.  who  in  his  lifetime  was  the  owner  of  Cornwall 
Furnace  and  the  large  estate  connected  with  it. 

In  his  yotmger  days  ^Ir.  Freeman  spent  his  summers  at 
Cornwall  and  his  winters  at  Washington,  D.  C. 

His  first  instructors  were  private  tutors,  and  later  on  he  at- 
tended St.  Mark's  School  for  Boys  at  Southborough,  Mass.  and 
Mohegan  Lake  School  near  Peekskill,  N.  Y.  and  afterwards 
took  up  a  special  course  of  study  in  the  Pardee  Scientific  De- 
partment at  Lafayette  College  at  Easton,  Pa.,  where  he  receiv- 
ed a  Diploma  in  1878  and  soon  thereafter  he  became  identified 
with  the  business  interests  of  his  family  at  Cornwall,  wdiere 
he  continued  to  reside  up  to  the  time  of  his  death. 

He  was  President  of  the  Cornwall  Iron  Company  and  Corn- 
wall Turnpike  Company,  and  a  Director  of  the  Cornw-all  Rail- 
road Company,  Robesonia  Iron  Company  Limited,  and  the 
Valley  National  Bank  of  Lebanon  at  the  time  of  his  death  He 
had  also  served  as  President  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
Cornwall  School  District,  and  held  the  office  of  Postmaster 
at  Cornwall,  for  a  number  of  years. 

He  was  also  the  representative  of  his  family's  interest  in  the 
Cornwall  Ore  Bank  Company.  Mr.  Freeman  took  great  nleas- 
ure  in  gunning  and  out  door  exercise  up  to  a  few  years  before 
his  death,  and  he  was  the  owner  of  a  kennel  of  soiue  of  the 
most  noted  hunting  dogs  in  the  country. 
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Hf  was  alsj  interesteil  in  farmii\^-  a:(l  the  raisino-  of  trot- 
ting horses  at  the  Speedw,ell  Stock  Farm  of  the  Ccrnwall  Es- 
tate, and  had  on  his  "Fairview  Farm"  near  Bismarck,  a  choice 
herd  of  Registered  Guernsey  Cattle. 

'Sir.  Freeman  was  a  man  of  generous  imjudse.  and  the  many 
favors  he  conferred  in  a  quiet,  unostentatious  way,  will  never 
be  known. 

He  had  the  handsome  stone  parsonage  erected  on  the  lot  ad- 
joining the  Cornwall  ]vIethodist  Episcopal  Church  and  donated 
it  with  the  lot  to  the  congregation  worshipping  there,  in  con- 
sideration of  the  friendly  interest  taken  by  his  family  in  the 
Church,  and  in  his  W^ill  "as  a  Memorial  to  Mrs.  Thomas  Bird 
Coleman  who  was  instrumental  in  erecting  the  first  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  at  Cornwall,  Penna."  he  gave  and  devised  the 
sum  of  $10,000  to  be  held  in  trust  and  for  the  use  of  the  Church 
and  for  its  maintainance. 

Socially  Mr.  Freeman  was  identified  with  and  a  member  of 
the  Union  League  of  Philadelphia,  The  Metropolitan  Club  of 
Washington,  D.  C,  The  Hamilton  Club  of  Lancaster,  Pa..  The 
Steitz  Club  of  Lebanon  and  Lodge  No.  631,  B.  P.  O.  of  Elks, 
of  Lebanon. 

He  was  fond  of  entertaining  his  many  friends,  and  w^hen 
stricken  with  apoplexy  on  the  afternoon  previous  to  his  death, 
he  had  several  friends  with  him  inspecting  the  cattle  on  his 
Fairview  Farm. 

^Ir.  Freeman  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Lebanon  County 
Historical  Society,  Dec.  29,  1904,  and  took  a  lively  interest  in 
its  work. 

He  was  unmarried  and  left  surviving  him,  of  his  immediate 
family,  two  sisters,  Aliss  L  C.  Freeman  and  Mrs.  B.  H.  Buck- 
ingham, and  William  C.  Freeiuan,  a  nephew^
